ago I suggested that an oami natsox be held for clerical positions

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In relation to the apprentices, Messrs. Wagor and Kerfoot, 
who have just finished their term of service, I have to say that 
Mr. Masten is again in error, which is generally the way when a 
person rests upon ~ presumption for his facts. Presumption will 
in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred get a man into trouble in 
any kind of a discussion. As you know, under the regulation ar- 
ranging for the apprentice system it was provided that upon con- 
pletion of his term of service the apprentice was eligible for 
appointment to any position in the operating department in which 
his term of apprenticeship had been served. As it was the pur- 
pose of the apprentice system to equip young men who had pre= 
viously acquired theoretical knowledge with all of the experience 
of the operating rooms, with a view of depending upon such ine 
formed and experienced persons for future heads of departments, 
our action in reg:ird to these young men is wholly consistent and 
is in conformity with the original purpose of the regulation.

I was quite surprised to receive your letter of the 21st 
inst., enclosing bill for two extra retorts for the rotary fur- 
nace amounting to $150.00, which were shipped to us by the Amer- 
ican Gas Furnace Co. About a year ago l made request for two 
extra retorts, but somewhat different in interior construction, 
and you will remember that the Furnace Company demurred to make- 
ing the retorts after our design, saying that it would cost a 
great deal of money and necessitate the alteration of their pate 
terns, but offered to furnish two cylinders after the old style 
at a cost of $75.00 each. AS this did not conform to our sug= 
gestions, on October 10, 1904, you wrote that you had stopped 
the order for these extra retorts until you heard from me as to 
whether the old style would be acceptable. On October 31st, I 
replied that we wanted to get the new ones made after the de- 
Sign aS originally suggested by me, and that I had a bid as low 
as $75.00 for their construction at one of the local iron works, 
Thereupon, on November 5th, you wrote authorizing me to have the 
new retorts made here, noting the fact that the cost to the 
government would be less as by having them made here the expense 


of freight from the East would be saved, and that duplicates 
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726 
could be more promptly obtained in the future. 
I will examine the retorts when received and if they are 
made on the old style we shall not use them, because the re- 
torts made after our design are avery great improvement. We 
have had one in use now for several days and so far it does not 
give any evidence of that annoying defect in the old design, i.e. 
the retention of the blanks in the interior, but gives up all 
blanks promptly, so that when the day's work is done we are able

In reference to your conversstion yesterday with the Director 
of the Mint and the Chief Clerk of this Mint in regard to the Sun- 
day end Holiday watch at this institution, I beg to say that all our 
watchmen with one exception are night watchmen and are on duty from 
4 2.™. to 8 A.ll. every day in the year. They are divided into two 
shifts, each working eight hours; the first from 4 P.%. to 12 P.%., 
and the second relieving them and serving until 8 A.’1. when the mint 
starts on the day's work. 

The one exception mentioned is & mén who is on duty in front of 
the large vaults in the basement. He serves from 8 A.M. to 4 P.M. He 
is not needed on Sundeys and Holidays, when the vaults are closed. We 
have no other day watchmen. All the employees, in a general sense, are 
watchmen during the time they are in the mint and we need no others 
during working hours. 

It would not be practical for us to appoint new men from the out- 
side to act as watchmen one day in the week and on legaél holidays and 
the rules of the Civil Service Commission would not allow us to do so 


except selection be made from an eligible list, which would not be pos- 


Sible as we could not get the eligibles on such a list to accept @ 
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(2) 
position in which they were only employed and paid for one day 
in the week. We therefore have seen no other way to protect the 
mint on Sundays and Holidays than to select some of the employees 
for this duty and pay them for the time thus employed. The men are 
all per diem men and are not paid for Sunday work except as day 


watchnen and they are the only men employed and paid as day watch- 


men, except the one mentioned. This has been the practice at this 
mint for many years and I am informed at other Government institu- 
tions.

Referring to the Department's letter of December 29, requesting authority 
for the extension of the temporary appointment of Robert L. Whitehead as 
assistant superintendent of the refinery, United States mint, Philadelphia, the 
Commission has the honor to invite your attention to the fact that this ap- 
pointment was approved upon a statement made in the Department's letter of 
May 16, to the effect that a new method of refining gold bullion by electroly- 
sis was being installed in the mint, and that Mr. Whitehead is an expert in 
this treatment; that his exnerience and cualifications are wellknown to the au 
thorities of the mint; and that it was dcemed impracticable to secure the 
services which he was able to render through ordinary competitive examination. 
The superintendent of the mint informed the Commission under date of July 12, 
that Mr. Whitehead had been appointed in the Philadelphia mint to become ac- 
quainted with the methods of refining used there, with a view of introducing 
them in the new Denver mint. 

As Mr. Whitehead appears to have been in the service since May, 

1904, the Commission has the honor to request to be informed of the approximate 
period for which his services will be required in the Philadelphia mint,

Recently I wired you that on transfer order #10084, for the 
transfer of two million standard silver dollars from the Sub- 
treasury to this Mint, the Assistant Treasurer informed me that 
he did not think he could deliver all new coin,and I declined to 
receive any coin that had been abraided by circulation. The 
Assistant Treasurer has since that time made three deliveries 
to the Mint on this order amounting to $916,000.00, and in the 
second lot he brought up there was a sack of old coin. It was 
detected the moment it was put on the scales, showing a shortage 


in weight equal to several pieces. I declined to receive it and 


he replaced the sack with a sack of new dollars. Upon the del-~- 
ivery of a subsequent lot of new coin the Assistant Treasurer 
informed me that that was all he could deliver at the present 
time of new coin, that he could not get at the other new coin 

in his posession without a great deal of trouble, and did not 
know when he could fill the balance of the order; anyway,. he 
said there was no need of it so far as making room in the vaults 
of the Sub-treasury was concerned. I was informed through:one 
of the subordinates that the reason the Assistant Treasurer 


recently declined to receive silver from the banks was on account 
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of not having help sufficient to handle it, and not on account 
of not having room. 

To receive the old coin would require every bag of it to be 
opened and counted piece by piece at our annual settlements, and 
you know how uncertain such counts always are. A million dollars 
of old, abraided coin would make as much trouble at the annual 
settlements as all the rest of the work combined, to say noth- 
ing of the shortages in the counts that might develop.

I desire to have your views as to the future coinage work 
of this mint. I have on hand about $26,000,000°in gold bullion, 
but there is only about $8,000,000 available for coinage, the 
other having to go through the refinery. We have not refined 
any gold for the past two months, having devoted our refinery 
capacity to working over the low grade Philippine stuff, but 
we will reswne the refining of gold this week. 

of At the beginning of the month, with the small shipment to 
arrive withing a few days, there was enough Philippine silver to 
make about $1,750,000 of new Philippine coins. We will strike 
about (31,000,000 of this amount this month, leaving $750,000 
for the following months We witt accompany the Philippine work 
with some gold coinage, and perhaps some little subsidiary sil- 
ver, which will give us employment of our present force until 
about the first of April. Then all of our available gold will 
be coined, and there will be left for future operations enough 


Silver belonging to the silver account of 1890, recoinage, and 


subsidiary, to make about $3,000,000 worth of small Silver ,which 
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would keep us busy with our present force until settlement, then 
for the new fiscal year we would have a fairly good supply of 
gold for our operations, which could be handled with a greatly 
reduced force. 

I can see my way clear as to what I should do except as to 
the coinage of the $3,000,000 of silver available for subsidiary 
purposes. If it is not your policy to put this into coin any 
faster than there is a demand for it, then we should make a con- 
Siderable reduction of our present working force as soon as we 
get the Philippine work out of the way. As indicated above, by 
keeping the present force until the close of the fiscal year we 
can get things cleaned up closely, and then run with a very mod- 
erate force. 1 should judge from the way the shipsents of old 
coin have dwindled down that the amount of coinage for the 
Philippines will not be very great.
